instead of order and harmony, and of discord in 
that hallowed sanctuary, where peace and love 
should ever reign. It is not a light thing for a 
rational and immortal being to take upon her- 
self vows of whose meaning she has never fora 
moment thought, and ebligations which she is 
utterly incapable of discharging, when this want 
of knowledge involves the temporal and often 
the eternal interests of those who should be 
dearest to her. If one of the great ebjects of 


education be the formation of habits, then sure-| 


ly no education can be considered a finished 
one, in which habits ef industry, economy, and 
active benevolence have had no share of alten- 
tion. We are aware that there are many, 
among the yeuthful daughters of our land, who 
reject industry as a plebeian quality, to be ex- 
ercised only by those who have their bread to 
earn, or their fortune to make; while too ma- 
ny, even of this class, shun it, as a badge of 
inferiority anc penury. Such seem to forget 
that to this sober and unpretending quality, the 
greatest men of all ages—sages, legislators and 
statesmen—have owed their proud and envied 
distinction. To this the immortal Newton as- 
cribed his vast attainments ; for when asked by 
what means he had been enabled to make the 
profound researches, and the great discoveries 
which had struck mankind with astonishment, 
he replied that if he had made any mental pro- 
gress, it was owing not so much to the force of 
eenius,as to the habit of patient thinking, la- 
borious attention, and close application. This 
same ‘ sturdy and hard-werking pieneer,’ indus- 
try, which facilitates the march, and aids victo- 
ries of genius, will work equal wonders in the 
privacy “of domestic life, by removing obstruc- 
tions, overcoming difficulties, and clearing away 
the intricacies which beset the path of es rery 
one who is called to preside over the sma!! but 
linportant domain of home. The habit of econ- 
omy is another of the same family of virtues, 
too often overlooked or disregarded in the pro- 
cess of education. For want of the early in- 
culcation of this practice, and of the principle 
'of sound integrity on which it should ever be 
based, how frequently do we see in after life 
the fatal effects of personal extravagance and 
domestic profusion, arising from ignorance of 
the worth of money, or of the duty of limiting 
expenses by anything but actual necessity. Is 
the child who has from infancy possessed every 
toy, however expensive, for which it cried ; or 
the young lady whose every whim has been 
gratified by indulgent parents, to become ail at | 
once the frugal ‘and self-sacrificing wife of a 
man in moderate circumstances, who cannot 
|afford the means for this lavish expenditure ? 
Those who expect thus to gather grapes from 
therss, or figs of «histles, will find themselves 
sadly disappointed.

DYING NOT PAINFUL. 

Most persons have been led to regard dying 
as amuch more painful charge than it geuner- 
ally 1s; first, because they have found, by 
what they experienced in themselves and ob- 
served in others, that sentient beings 
struggle when in distress; hence struggling to 
them is a sign, an invariable sign, of distress. 
Muscular action and consciousness are two dis- 
tinct things, often existing separately; and we 
have abundant reason to believe that in a great 
portion of cases those struggles of a dying 
man which are so distressing to behold, are as 
entirely independent of consciousness as the 
struggles of a recently decapitated fowl. A 
second reason why menare led to regard dying 
as a very painful change, is because men often 
endure great pain without dying, and forgetting 
that like cause prove like effects only under 
similar circumstances, they infer that life can- 
not be destroyed without still greater pain.— 
But the pains of death are much less than most 
persons have been led to believe, and we doubt 
not that many persons who live to the age of 
puberty undergo tenfold more misery than 
they would did they understand correc, views 
concerning the change. In all cases of dying 
the individual suffers no pain after the sensi- 
bility of his nervous sysiem is destroyed, which 
is often without any previous pain. Those 
who are struck dead by a stroke of lightning, 


often 


those who are decapitated by one blow of the} 


axe, and those who are instantly destroyed by 
a crush of the brain, experience no pain at all 
in passing from a state of life to a dead state. 
One moment's expectation of being thus de- 
stroyed far exceeds in misery the pain during 
the act Those who faint in baving a little 
blood taken from the arm, or, on any other oc- 
casion, have already endured al] the 
they ever would, did they not again revive 
Those who die of fevers and most other diseas- 
es, sufler their greatest pain, generally, hours 
or even days, before they expire.
